Summary Paragraph 

The Auburn Gresham Bungalow Historic District is located in Community Area 71 on the southwest side of Chicago, 
approximately nine miles from the city’s commercial center. The district is roughly bounded by South Paulina St. to the 
east, 78 th Street to the south. South Winchester Ave. to the west, and 75 th Street to the north. The following areas are 
encompassed: 

Wolcott Avenue: 7500, 7600, & 7700 Blocks 
Honore Street: 7500, 7600, & 7700 Blocks 

Wood Street: 7500, 7600, 7700 Blocks (east side only of 7500 block, west side only of 7500 block) 

Hermitage Avenue: 7500, 7600 Blocks 

Brick Chicago bungalows form the bulk of the district, accounting for 264 of the 324 total primary structures. The district 
also includes 10 multi-family residential structures consisting of brick two-flat buildings and multi-unit apartment 
buildings, one school on the west side of the 7600 S. Wolcott block, and 313 single-family structures, primarily Chicago 
bungalows built between 1918 and 1932. Non-contributing single-family structures built in the 1940s and 1950s include 
brick two-story homes, Cape Cods, and ranch-style homes. In addition to the 324 primary structures, 18 contributing rear 
garages also remain from the period of significance. The primary era of development in the district was between 1918 and 
1932, with 1926-1927 marking the peak of construction. As a result, the patterns of growth are consistent with those of the 
era, both in terms of individual construction and larger-scale speculative development, underscoring the district’s 
significance as a part of the larger nationwide trend in home construction. Accordingly, the predominant style chosen for 
single-family residences in the neighborhood was the bungalow, particularly the brick Chicago bungalow. Multifamily 
dwellings constructed in the era, whether brick two-flats or brick multi-unit apartment buildings, exhibit limestone accents 
and similar aesthetic features, particularly in materials and ornamentation. The result is a district that is strongly cohesive 
and unified. 



Narrative Description 

Brick Chicago bungalows form the bulk of the Auburn Gresham Bungalow Historic district and make up the majority of 
the primary structures built within the period of significance. The district has 32 known architects, the most influential 
being William E. Sammons, who worked with a variety of developers and contractors in the area on over 50 buildings in 
the district. Although many architects and developers contributed to this district, it maintained a uniform scale and 
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cohesiveness throughout its periods of rapid growth with common features such as low-pitched roofs with overhanging 

eaves, banded or grouped fenestration, decorative brickwork and limestone detailing. 

The Auburn Gresham Bungalow Historic District contains 49 primary buildings constructed past the period of 
significance (1918-1932), and 14 buildings that have been altered in ways that are not easily reversible, rendering them 
non-contributing to the district. As is typical in most bungalow neighborhoods, there are some dormer additions and attic 
expansions. If dormers are set far enough back to leave the original fa?ade intact, they do not affect the historic character 
of the building to the extent that it will be non-contributing. A total of nine bungalows with dormer/attic additions are 
conspicuous and/or too large to maintain the original appearance of the primary fapade, and are thus non-contributing. An 
example of this is found at 7640 S. Wood ( IMAGE 1 ). Two other bungalows have added a second story, and another two 
have altered the defining front gable in a way that significantly alters the appearance and historic integrity of the home. 
Excessive use of simulated masonry (i.e. Perma-Stone) at 7635 S. Wood rendered the resource non-contributing (IMAGE 
2 ). The remaining 261 contributing primary structures in the district— which include bungalows, two-flats, multi-unit 
apartment buildings and a school building— retain much of their original fabric and appearance, as outlined by the 
registration requirements of the Chicago Bungalow Multiple Property Listing. In addition to the contributing primary 
structures, there are also 18 contributing brick garages built within the period of significance that maintain much of their 
original fabric and appearance. The remaining garages in the district have either been tom down, rebuilt after the period of 
significance, or are in a state of significant disrepair due to long periods of deferred maintenance. Some have also been 
altered with layers of siding, new roofs, and new garage doors and no longer resemble the original structure. 



SITE AND SETTING 

The Auburn Gresham Community Area, located within Lake Township in Chicago, is notable for sharing its boundaries 
with eight other Community Areas— more than any other in the city. The West Englewood Community Area and the 
Englewood Community Area are along the northern border, which begins at 2200 West (roughly, Leavitt Street) and 7500 
South (75th Street), east to Halsted Street (800 West), south to 76th Street (7600 South), and east to Wallace Avenue (600 
West). The east edge, common to Greater Grand Crossing Community Area and the Chatham Community Area, and 
Roseland Community Area, begins at Wallace Ave and 76th Street south to 83rd Street (8300 South), east to Stewart 
Avenue (400 West), and south to 91st Street (9100 South). Neighbors on the west boundary are the Ashbum Community 
Area and the Beverly Community Area, which starts from 2200 West and 7500 South, moves south to 83rd Street (8300 
South), then curves to the east to meet at the intersection of Damen Avenue (2000 West) and 87th Street (8700 South). 
The south limit, from here, continues moving southeast along Beverly Avenue to 90th St (9000 South) and 1800 West, 
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east to Paulina Avenue (1700 West), north to 89th Street (8900 South), east to Vincennes Avenue, southwest to 91st 

Street, and east to the 400 West coordinate; and is shared by the Washington Heights Community Area. 

The Auburn Gresham Bungalow Historic District is located in the northwest portion of this Community Area in a quiet, 
tree-lined neighborhood. Though cars move more quickly along 76 lh and 77 th Streets, which are wider streets and have 
two-way traffic, the district remains insulated as homes are set back on their lots and do not front onto these wider streets. 
Another cushioning factor is the 75 th Street Corridor, where six major railroads — two passenger and four freight— pass 
through the Chicago neighborhoods of Ashburn, Englewood, Auburn Gresham, and West Chatham. Built up land along 
75 lh further buffers the northern boarder of the district, where north-south streets in the district dead end to a narrow 
alleyway that runs an east-west parallel to the tracks. The district is largely made up of one-way streets, which prevents 
traffic and high speed driving through the neighborhood and increases safety for the families who live here. 

20 block faces make up the Auburn Gresham Bungalow Historic District, each containing between 18 and 20 individual 
lots, with the exception of the west side of the 7600 S. Wolcott block, where Clara Barton Elementary School is located, 
and the 7500 blocks of Wood Street (east side only) and Hermitage Avenue, which are shortened to only nine lots. Lot 
sizes in the district range from 25 feet wide to 70 feet wide, but the average side of interior lots is approximately 25 feet 
wide and 125 feet deep. Comer lots and lots occupied by multi-unit dwellings are generally wider. All buildings face east 
or west, with the exception of the primary entrances to the multi-unit apartment building at 1823 W. 77 th Street at the 
corner of 77 th and Honore Streets (original address 7701-7705 S. Honore'), which face north. Most streets in the district 
are designated one-way traffic and measure approximately 30 feet wide. The exceptions are 76 th and 77 th Streets, which 
measure between 50 and 60 feet wide. The right-of-way on each block face includes street lawns fronting the street 
pavement, as well as sidewalks, which are consistently around four feet in depth. The majority of buildings are set back 
between 15 to 20 feet from the street. 

Most existing garages in the Auburn Gresham Bungalow Historic District are brick structures, with the exception of a few 
frame structures. They typically measure twenty-two by twenty-two feet and occupy the rear portion of the bungalow lots. 
Many have been altered to such a degree that they are not contributing features to the district, have been replaced 
altogether, or are missing. Generally, they occupy the rear portion of most lots, with garages on interior lots facing the 
alleys, and some garages on comer lots facing out onto the street. While they are simple, utilitarian structures, many have 
face brick that matches the house that they belong to. Sometimes the face brick faces the yard, sometimes it faces outward 
to the alley, and sometimes the only visible brick is Chicago common brick.

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MATERIALS AND STYLISTIC VARIATION 
Overview 

Bungalow neighborhoods, typically diverse in terms of the occupations and ethnic makeup of their populations, were also 
commonly the result of a patchwork effort of developers and architects. Some prolific architects contributed to the district, 
such as William E. Sammons, who is responsible for a large percentage of the contributing Chicago bungalows in the 
Auburn Gresham Historic Bungalow District, and A. J. Lind, whose striking three-bay facades set the 7600 Block of S. 
Honore apart from most other bungalow streetscapes in the district. However, many of the structures were constructed 
without the direct involvement of an architect and were copied from easily purchased and replicated plans. The large 
number of participants involved in building up the area is typical, and can be seen in other historic bungalow districts 
around Chicago, such as North Mayfair, West Chatham, and Rogers Park Manor. This is also the case with developers, 
who sometimes worked in conjunction with a favorite architect on entire blocks of homes — as with developer J. Smith 
who worked regularly with A.J. Lind, and developer Henry G. Bohlig who built at least ten homes in the district with his 
favored contractors J.P. McCormick and Johnson & Floten. Despite these alliances, a wide range of speculators and 
homeowners contributed to the district as a whole, leaving a distinct but cohesive stamp on the neighborhood. 

While bungalows make up the bulk of the buildings, some multi-family residential structures are also found in the Auburn 
Gresham district. Two-flats and larger apartment buildings were built at the same time as the bungalow units on many 
streets in the area. Most of these are structures are within the period of significance and have setbacks and materials that 
contribute to varied yet rhythmic streetscapes. Features such as projecting bays, grouped fenestration, creative and 
decorative brickwork, and limestone detailing help to visually connect them to neighboring bungalows, while allowing 
them to remain distinct. An example of this can be seen in the two-flats from the 7752 and 7754 S. Wood (IMAGE 3) 
where the buildings have similar forms and set-back entranceways, but each has distinct brick patterning and coloring, 
varied parapet designs, and unique limestone detailing. Many preferred to purchase these two-flats when possible because 
they stretched beyond the concept of the single family home while reflecting the basic bungalow floor plan on each floor 
while helping to defray homeownership costs or provide housing for extended families. 

The contributing bungalows in the district are one-and-one-half story structures that manifest all of the typical details and 
forms mentioned. Flat and polygonal bays with side entrances are most common in the area, and examples of flat (ex. 
7713 S. Wolcott), polygonal (ex.7736 S. Wolcott), and square bay (ex. 7719 S. Wood) bungalows can be seen on each 
street in the district. Open front porches like the one at 7551 S. Honore are not seen often in the Auburn Gresham 
Bungalow Historic District, likely because these porches were typically built in the 1910s and the majority of the area was 
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developed in the 1920s. Most of the bungalows have a low-pitched, hipped roof, adding a horizontal emphasis to the 

building, and dormer windows, which were sometimes clipped. 

Though less common, some gable front rooflines can also be found in the district. These are generally “interrupted front 
gables,” resembling an enlarged gable dormer or pediment and covered with brick, further enhancing the horizontality of 
the house. Examples of this can be seen at 7649 and 7654 S. Honore (IMAGE 4). The majority of the roofs in the district 
are covered in either modem asphalt tile or asphalt sheet roofing over what was likely original asbestos shingle roofing. 
Some of the homes have also maintained their original leaded glass windows, like 7647 S. Wood, which had elegant gold 
mirror lines bordering groupings of casements and hopper windows and a grid of metal muntins in each pane, and 7541 S. 
Honore, which had a Prairie-style windows with a variety of geometric shapes adorning the top sashes of the bay 
windows. (IMAGE 5). 

Brick is, without a doubt, the most common material used in the neighborhood for both contributing and non-contributing 
buildings. Buildings occupying comer lots are usually clad in face brick on both street-facing elevations, although many 
comer lots were developed in the 1940s and 1950s. These comer lots developed after the period of significance consist of 
two-story homes, cape cods, or ranches, which maintain the rhythm and setbacks of the bungalows that dominate the rest 
of the street. Buildings resting on interior lots feature face brick only on the primary fapade, though it wraps around the 
comers to the side walls. By wrapping the face brick in this way, it gives the illusion to passerbys that it clads the entire 
structure, and this illusion is aided by the close grouping of the buildings. Face brick in the district ranges from tans to 
yellows to deep reds and browns, as is typical of bungalow districts, and is used decoratively as a means to give each 
home character, despite the similar massing and layout designs. Secondary materials include limestone, used for planters 
and brackets, window lintels and sills, copings, and decorative accents throughout the district, and wood elements used to 
construct doors, window frames, and back porches, most of which are now enclosed. Terra cotta tile roofs are rare in the 
district, and only seen on small decorative roof segments on the largest contributing multi-unit building in the district, 
located at 1873 W. 77 th (listed as 7600-04 S. Honore in the ancient building permits). ( IMAGE* 6) 

While some of the bungalows and lot sizes are slightly larger than others, the general sizing and spacing of bungalows is 
consistent. There are no “bungaloids” or unusual or out of scale building forms within the boundaries of this district. Even 
multi-family buildings and homes built after the period of significance, such as cape cods and raised ranches, are to scale 
with contributing buildings, appealing to the same tradition of working class homeowners.

The Auburn Bungalow Historic District meets the National Register Criteria outlined in the Chicago Bungalow Multiple 
Property Listing. With 261 contributing primary resources, 250 of which are brick Chicago bungalows, the district meets 
National Register Criterion A for local significance for being associated with events that contributed to broad patterns of 
Chicago history— the promotion of single family homeownership for city residents, countering the twentieth century trend 
towards increasing residential density that characterized Chicago’s contemporary apartments and tenements. For Criterion 
A, the years of significance are 1918 to 1932, representing the first and last years of significance constructed within the 
district. 

Possessed of a high degree of original architectural and urban integrity, the district also meets National Register Criterion 
C for local significance by embodying the characteristics of a distinctive type, period and method of residential 
construction— the bungalow. Early Chicago bungalow neighborhoods like Auburn Gresham offered working class 
families the opportunity to own solid, thoughtfully designed homes and build communities within a quiet residential 
setting. While there was a wide range of architects, developers, builders, and ethnicities contributing to the tapestry of 
Auburn Gresham, the steady, rhythmic streetscapes create a strong and consistent architectural fabric in the community. 
Auburn Gresham was an opportunity for bungalow architects and developers to promote the attributes of the functioning, 
well-built, yet affordable Chicago bungalow. 

The Auburn Gresham Bungalow Historic District maintains a strictly residential urban pattern in sharp contrast to 
Chicago’s nineteenth century communities, where residential and commercial and industrial activities overlapped in the 
built environment. Thus, Auburn Gresham and other bungalow neighborhoods, with their distinctive land use patterns that 
anticipated Chicago’s 1923 adoption of comprehensively zoned land uses and building restrictions, also represent a 
distinctive type as encompassed by National Register Criterion C. For Criterion C the years of significance are 1918 to 
1932, indicating the dates of construction of the first and last significant buildings in the district. 



Developmental history/additional historic context information (if appropriate) 
HISTORICAL SUMMARY 
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The development of the Auburn Gresham neighborhood in the 1910s and 1920s was characterized by the rise and 

enormous popularity of Chicago bungalow neighborhoods between 1907 and the early 1930s. During the first three 

decades of the twentieth century, Chicago’s population doubled as an additional 1.5 million residents settled into the city. 

During this same period, the number of owner-occupied housing units in Chicago rose from 86,435 in 1900 to 261 ,750 in 

1930. The tens of thousands of one-and-one-half story brick bungalows built in the city’s outlying neighborhoods during 

this time stood at the forefront of the expansion of single-family homeownership. Built together, many times in entire 

blocks to form a veritable belt around the center city, the unprecedented form of the Chicago bungalow created an entirely 

novel form of Chicago urbanism. 

Early Land Development: The First Boom and Foundation of Auburn Gresham 

While facilitating the American dream of homeownership for many Chicago residents, neighborhoods like Auburn 
Gresham created a harmonious and aesthetically cohesive residential landscape from what was originally low, marshy 
terrain and farmland. The first growth spurt in the low, marshy terrain occurred in the 1870s. In February 1865, a 
collection of villages in the area combined, and the old town of Lake was incorporated. At this time, Lake had less than 
700 inhabitants, but by 1880, the Census estimated a population of over 33,000. " What we now call the Auburn Gresham 
Community Area is the result of the combining of two earlier, adjacent areas — the Auburn portion being located in the 
northeast portion. 

After the Great Chicago fire in 1871, the suburban towns and subdivisions around the city began to attract the attention of 
businessmen and others, and areas like South Englewood received a very favorable share of the investments then soaking 
the suburbs, the price of land being enhanced enormously. The earliest description available of Auburn is found in an 
1 873 edition of the Sunday Times, where it is described as “one of the most promising and attractive suburbs on the south 
side.’’ The article continues to describe the location as ideal, especially for families: “[Auburn’s] adjacency to the south 
parks and boulevards, and to the large, thriving town of Englewood, with its churches normal and high schools, and other 
advantages, render it particularly desirable as a place of residence. Auburn subdivision property consists of one hundred 
and sixty acres of high, handsome land situated between two wide graveled drives leading directly to the parks and city.” 
The subdivision also had access to the Chicago, Rock Island and Pacific Railroad station, which could get them to the 
heart of Chicago in 3 1 minutes.” Later reports cast great doubt as to just how “high” this land really was.

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The same copy of the Sunday Times also described South Englewood, originally known as “the Grove,” located in the 
southwest portion of today’s Auburn Gresham Community Area. 1 ' This area became known as Gresham, and the location 
was described as being “situated on the Vincennes ridge, 16 feet above the level of Chicago, directly south of the city, 
Halsted street passing through it. The boulevard, which is 200 feet in width, connects with the south parks.” 



These communities were next found in an historical account of Chicago and its suburbs in 1874, which explains that the 
land lying between Englewood and South Englewood was purchased in 1864 for $100 per acre and divided into lots 
varying in width from 50 to 100 feet. The depot was erected by the proprietors in 1874, and gas and water pipes were 
available to be extended through Auburn to South Englewood at a small cost to settlers.”' Churches, schools, parks, roads, 
and wells were being erected, paved, and dug as quickly as possible to accommodate settlers. 



A University of Chicago student named Carrie Mae Barlow uncovered much of the earliest days of Auburn Gresham in 
her research and dissertation for her Master of Arts Degree in 1934. According to Ms. Barlow, the name Cummom was 
very prominent in the history of both Auburn and Gresham. Cummom was the first post office in the area, established in 
1850 on Vincennes, and people may have generally referred to the area as Cummom for this reason. The post office was 
built before the Rock Island Railroad, and after the railroad came through, it was moved to 86 th Street. This effectively 
took a name that was important in the Auburn Park region and moved it into Gresham. In 1883 a post office known as 
Auburn Park was established at 81 st and Normal.”" 



Many of the first settlers in these areas had the same names, such as the Schafers, Honkervilles (or Henkenvilles) 
Deercups, Meeters, and Schultzes, showing that these two communities were linked together from the earliest settlers.” 1 " 
The most important place in the area seems to have been the Ten Mile House at 81 st and Vincennes on the west side of the 
street, which was built at some time in the 1830s. This was a “farmers’ tavern,” which was where farmers would stay the 
night after they brought in the produce. In these early days, a trip of twenty miles by wagon could take an entire day." 



The area of Auburn Gresham where the Auburn Gresham Bungalow Historic District is found was originally bought up in 
1890 and part of a subdivision called Dewey and Vance.” The earliest settlers of Auburn were on the east side and as the 
community developed, territory was added to the west, which was previously unoccupied or used for agricultural

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purposes. The greatest factors for this expansion were the Chicago, Rock Island and Pacific Railroad, and Vincennes 
Road, the oldest line of transportation in this area of the city. The Vincennes Trace, formerly the Hubbard Trail, was used 
as a trading route with American Indians.' 1 

The Chicago, Rock Island and Pacific Railroad had much to do with the development of Auburn Gresham, and is also 
largely responsible for the development of Chicago as a commercial center. Construction of the Rock Island began in 
1851 , and Auburn Park and Cummom were likely established as suburban stations soon after 1852.'" 

Street cars also were important to the development of this community, especially the southern part. A street car line came 
to 79 th and Halsted sometime around 1900, and on Vincennes around 1905. The street cars existed even before the streets 
were paved. There was originally an “extra fare” to travel past 79 th Street, but residents in what were then the 
neighborhoods of Brainerd, Washington Heights, and South Englewood combined efforts to fight for a single fair. They 
adopted “One City, One Fare” as their slogan and eventually got their way, possibly around 1910, no doubt bringing more 
people into their neighborhoods.' 1 " 

A Chicago Daily Tribune article from 1955 mentions that “one pair of subdividers made the most of the situation north of 
79 th st. near the Chicago and Western Indiana tracks by draining the swamps into three lagoons and marketing the area as 
Auburn Lakes.”* 1 ' These lakes were used as the center of a very high class residential district, complete with beautiful 
fountains. * v While this was one solution, people in Gresham continued to have a difficult time. During another interview 
in 1934, Carrie Mae Barlow spoke with a William Schmidt who claimed “Yes, we had a neighbor just south of us, maybe 
about where 87 th Street is now, who had to use a boat to get in and out from the gate of their yard to their front door. They 
had all kinds of trouble getting their cow back and forth in their bam lot.”* vl Drainage and sewers were finally introduced 
due to combined efforts of neighborhoods like Gresham and Brainerd and their improvement associations. Improvements 
like these lead to the changing of South Englewood to the newly named Gresham in an effort to shed the reputation of 
being a swamp.

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The brick Chicago bungalows that took over the Auburn Gresham Historic District in the 1920s reflect Chicago’s 
booming growth during the first three decades of the century, and the need to construct affordable housing for a rapidly 
growing population. While many areas of the city responded either with luxury high-rise apartments or, at the other end of 
the spectrum, blocks of tenement housing, these new districts of single-family homes provided an alternative, accessible 
form of living for the middle classes and new populations of immigrants seeking the American dream. Between 1910 and 
1930 Chicago developers built tens of thousands of one and one-and-one-half-story brick bungalows on large tracts of 
land previously occupied by farms and prairie fields. xv “ Developers began appealing directly to apartment house residents 
declaring that for the amount they were paying in rent they could actually own a home. These new bungalow 
neighborhoods represented a major innovation in Chicago urbanism where a new style of house, unprecedented in the 
previous century, provided Chicago homebuyers of moderate means with extraordinary levels of domestic comfort made 
possible through innovative systems of heating, plumbing, and electricity. 

The bungalow form became a house style that was national in scope, featured in popular magazines like Ladies Home 
Journal, Good Housekeeping, and The Craftsman, as well as in pattern books from Aladdin Homes of Bay City, 
Michigan, and Radford Architectural Company of Chicago. Building kits by Sears, Roebuck, Montgomery Ward, and 
other companies encouraged further popularization of the form. Because Chicago’s population was growing so rapidly 
during the peak of the bungalow’s popularity, the bungalow form is especially well represented in Chicago. 

The first Chicago bungalow in the Auburn Gresham Historic District sprouted up in 1918, but building moved at a 
trickling pace in the 1910s, with a scattered roster of homeowners hiring a handful of architects like E. Braucher, Lund, 
W. Hooper, and J. Reynertson. The mid to late 1920s— peaking at around 1927— saw a steady stream of building and 
rapid, larger scale development, and it was not until the collapse of the home building market and the onset of the Great 
Depression that bungalow construction quickly tapered. This is typical in bungalow districts throughout the city and 
shows a trend of modest bungalow forms (1910s) that grow increasingly more decorative (1920s) before coming to a 
screeching halt right around 1930. The fact that so much of the district came to exist in a matter of just a few years has 
created an even more cohesive effect in terms of building style and materials. 

Auburn Gresham was not heavily populated until the 1920s, when increased accessibility to transportation, affordable 
housing, and access to jobs made the neighborhood attractive to families looking to escape congested sections of the city. 
Interestingly, it was the chaos and emptiness of Chicago after the fire that brought the earliest settlers to move on the 
periphery in the 1870s, but during this period it was proximity to the city that was a large part of the appeal. The homes in

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the district adhered to the unwritten rules regarding uniform setbacks and regular spacing between buildings that provided 

a feeling of continuity and community, and indeed many residents even worked at the same places. Many who moved to 

Auburn Gresham migrated from the working-class neighborhoods of Bridgeport, Canaryville, Back of the Yards, and 

Englewood, and moved here to grow and raise their families. Building began on Clara Barton Elementary, located on 

Wolcott Avenue (then Lincoln St.) in 1927 to accommodate the hundreds of families flooding into the area. Because of 

the slowed growth during the Depression, many comer lots were still vacant in the mid 1930s and streets west of the 

district, such as Seeley and Hoyne, still showed little development. XVI “ Building began to rebound in the 1940s, and even 

homes built outside of the period of significance (post- 1932) have similar massing and setbacks, maintaining the rhythm 

of the streetscapes; ranches and cape cods are constructed of materials like brick and limestone, keeping in harmony with 

their neighboring Chicago bungalows. 

Trends of Architects and Developers in the District 

While the Chicago bungalows in the Auburn Gresham area did little to counter the criticism over the monotony arising 
from identical bungalows packed tightly onto adjacent city lots, the benefit to standardized construction was obvious. The 
average cost to construct one of these brick bungalows was only around $5,000-$7,000. This was a great deal for 
developers, especially if they bought up several lots at a time and acted as their own contractor. Chicago bungalows 
typically measured around 25’x50’x20’ — and sold for $8,000-$9,000 each— still a manageable sum for the working class 
families moving to the area.* 1 * 

Some developers and architects in Auburn Gresham were less subtle in their designs and variations with the Chicago 
bungalow during this period, however. In 1921 , J. Smithe bought up five lots on the 7600 block of Honore (7636, 38, 46, 
and 52) and worked with architect A.J. Lind to build some of the most distinct homes in the district. These unique 
bungalows have three symmetrical bays with a brick porch extending from only the central bay, which is accessed through 
the interior of the home through multi-light French doors (the primary entrances are on the side of the house). Limestone 
copings top the porches, and this horizontal line continues along the windowsills on each flanking bay, emphasizing 
horizontality and unifying the three distinct bays. Beneath these sills are stone planter brackets and decorative brick 
patterns and/or limestone detailing used to distinguish each home. Each of these homes are topped by traditional hipped 
roofs and dormers, though the dormers vary on each house— hipped, shed, and front gable dormers are all used. While 
7638 S. Honore is now an empty lot, the remaining four 23’x45’x20’ homes remain and are retain their integrity. (IMAGE

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Other interesting variations from more typical bungalow forms manifest in brick street- facing gambrel gables. One of 
these can be found at 7606 S. Honore, and was owned by W.G. Mack with Sammons as architect. This large, 23’x53’x27’ 
has a larger second story than a typical bungalow; the interior walls and ceiling would be clipped at the comers, but this 
extension of space effectively eliminated the need for dormers as a means of expanding attic or second floor living area. 
The first floor is identical to much of Sammons’ other work in the district with its polygonal bay, grouped windows, brick 
and limestone details, and side entrance. Just down the block at 7743 S. Honore is another brick gambrel bungalow built 
in 1926— the same year as 7606. This land was bought and developed by John Scalff but had no architect listed in the 
original building permits. Likely this was based on a pattern, or he and/or his contractor John Koles designed the 
structure. 7743 has a polygonal bay and front entrance, making the front bay less expansive than the gambrel home at 
7606 Honore, but equally elegant with soldier courses and limestone emphasizing window groupings and Prairie-style 
stone details and copings around the entranceway. The cost for this building was $8,000, actually more expensive than 
Sammons’ bungalow up the street despite being smaller. This may have been due to the quantity of work that Sammons 
was given in the area. 

Some other notable designs include a home at 7735 S. Honore that incorporates brackets under the roof eaves (more 
typical of earlier frame bungalows and West Coast homes). The home has a projecting square bay with three sets of 
original casements, toped by rectangular bisected lights. The left, recessed portion of the house also retains its original 
windows— a grouping of four— which contain the original leaded glass. A frame dormer with half timbering tops this 
recessed bay, and there are even tiny brackets under the dormer roof, which projects slightly over the original attic 
window. Battered brick piers frame the sides of both of these bays and are wide at the base, tapering upwards. This home 
was built in 1925 for $7,000 by A. Richter, who used architects Kocher and Larson and German immigrant Val Schaflein, 
the district’s most often used building and masonry contractor. Also worth noting is a whimsical, neoclassical bungalow at 
7552 S. Honore, built in 1930 by architect Archer for E. Magenssen, who acted as his own contractor. The 24’x63’20’ 
home, which cost $7,000 to construct, features a square front bay with an unusual front gabled roof and many Italian 
Renaissance-influenced features such as a small, upper-story window, small engaged classical columns acting as mullions 
separating window openings on the first floor (three groups of original casements), and arches frame the entranceway and 
all windows openings. It is possible that this home originally had terra cotta tiles, as was common with this revival style. 

Typically, homes built towards the end of the period of significance (in the late 1920s) have the most creative or elaborate 
brick patterning in the district. Some striking examples include the home at 7532 S. Hermitage, completed by architect 
William E. Sammons in 1928 for Martin Wielack. Despite listing the architect as Sammons, the original building permit 
also mentions that this home was based on “Plan 6429” which boasts saturated yellow face brick cladding a polygonal 
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bay — typical of many Chicago bungalows built in the late 1920s. Soldier brick courses top window bays and limestone 

copings, planter brackets (originally there would have been limestone planters resting on these, but very few of these 

remain throughout the city due to cracking or theft), keystones and Prairie-style patterns are worked into the brickwork 

throughout the primary facade. Brick headers distinguish the foundation from the brickwork above. Despite being the 

most vulnerable element of the entranceway, the wing walls that lead up the primary entrance way — also clad in yellow 

face brick— are in good condition. . 

Sammons worked as an architect on every street in the Auburn Gresham Bungalow Historic District. Technically, he was 
a structural engineer, and operated his business from his home at 3522 W. 60 th Place for forty-five years before he died at 
age eighty-two in 1967. xx Sammons worked both with individual homeowners as well as developers who would buy up 
several lots at a time, such as Henry G. Bohlig, who bought up a total of at least ten lots on S. Wolcott and S. Honore, and 
John Allen, who bought up at least a half dozen lots on 7500 and 7600 S. Wolcott in 1926-27 and used Sammons 
exclusively. Bohlig and Sammons work with Contractor Carl Smith to quickly build several homes with the same plans — 
polygonal bays with hipped roofs and frame dormers with side entrances so that the living spaces and windows stretched 
to create large street-facing rooms — and distinguished them by using different colored face brick and playing with 
limestone accents and brick patterning in panels adorning the fronts of the bungalows. 1 *' In total, Sammons designed over 
fifty of the bungalows within the boundaries of this district, and likely other original building permits that are now lost or 
illegible would have raised that number higher. 

Community 

The first settlers of Auburn Gresham were truck farmers of German and Dutch origin, when the community was known as 
Cummom. Once the railroads were being laid, workers — many of whom were Irish— came into the area and lived in 
portable houses near the railroad tracks around 81 st and Vincennes or at Shorling’s saloon. Once this area was annexed in 
1889, plants and continued railroad work provided employment. From 1905 onward, Auburn Gresham had slow but 
steady growth. As of 1920, 19,588 people lived in Auburn Gresham, a quarter of whom were immigrants. It was the same 
pattern of infrastructure and economic growth seen in the late 1 800s that brought residents into the neighborhood again in 
the 1920s. 

Some of the first residents to move into Chicago bungalows were found in the eastern portion of the district on the 7600 
block of South Hermitage. The first bungalow in the district at 7649 S. Hermitage was built for $3,500 and completed in

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1918. The original owner was Emma Labrynth xx “, one of only a handful of early female owners in the district, and she 
quickly sold it for a profit. According the U.S. Census, by 1 920, the home was inhabited by a Canadian named Harry 
Lane (46), his New York-born wife Jessie (42), and their daughter, Petrel (16), who was bom in Illinois. Harry was a 
locomotive engineer, which was not surprising as almost all of the men on his street and on surrounding blocks were 
involved with either the railroads or the building trades during this time of great expansion. His neighbors at 7642 and 
7640 South Hermitage lived in the second and third oldest bungalow in the district. Wylie Anderson (7640 Hermitage) 
was a plasterer from Missouri and Andrew Ecklund (7602 Hermitage) was a building contractor from Sweden. Several 
young women on this block were stenographers for lumber, meat packing, or building companies. Their mothers often did 
not work, however, indicating the shifting roles of women at this time. 

To accommodate the growing number of families moving to the district, Clara Barton Elementary School opened in the 
fall of 1928 at 7650 South Lincoln Street, now 7650 S. Wolcott Avenue (IMAGE 8). The school was named after the well 
known activist for women’s suffrage and African American civil rights and founder of the American Red Cross. The final 
permit for the large, red brick neoclassical building shows a completion date of May 9 th , 1928 and a construction cost of 
$500,00.“'“ The architect for the school was John C. Christensen, who was appointed the Board of Education’s architect 
in 1921 . This former Deputy Commissioner of Buildings had a passion for innovative and distinctive architecture for 
public schools, which he felt was sorely needed in order to excite more learning. One journalist described Chicago’s 
public school buildings before Christensen as being “as attractive architecturally as a pickle factory— and just about as 
inspiring .”“' v Christensen’s ambitious new vision allowed for dozens of distinctive new school buildings to open in 1928 
alone, bringing the number of elementary school seats up to 507,402 that year, accommodating what would be by far the 
largest enrollment numbers in Chicago’s history “ v Christensen was also the architect for the Lenart Regional Gifted 
Center (formerly Hookway Elementary School), which uses the same architectural plans and materials as Barton School 
and is located just east of Auburn Gresham in the West Chatham Bungalow Historic District. 

The school was eventually expanded after protests and violence erupted around racial issues and extreme overcrowding in 
the 1970s. A large wing was added to the northern portion of the building, although it is entirely distinct from the original 
1920s school building, which has excellent architectural integrity and maintains its original fenestration and detailing. The 
added wing is deeply recessed from the imposing 1920s primary facade and is not initially visible when approaching the 
school’s massive neoclassical front— this is due to the dramatic set-back of the addition and because the street is a one-

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way running south to north, so one has to drive past the majority of the building to see the addition. The added building is 

two-story rectangular structure with strong vertical piers, and the recessed area in front of its primary entrance is now used 

as a basketball court. (IMAGE 9) 

As of 1930, the largest group of residents in Auburn Gresham were native-born. Irish, Germans, and Swedes topped the 
list of foreign-bom residents, with the Irish far in the lead. Others immigrated from Poland, Czechoslovakia, Austria, 
Hungary, Yugoslavia, Russia, Lithuania, Greece, Italy, and Canada. This pattern continued up into the 1950s, although at 
that point, only around 1 1% of the population was bom outside of the U.S. The population of this community virtually 
tripled between 1920 and 1930, yet there was still plenty of vacant property in 1930. XXVI As of 1934, there were only 17 
African American residents, who were supposedly old residents of the community. This was the result of “restriction 
work” carried out by the Gresham Improvement Association and by some groups in Auburn Park who worked with 
headquarters in the Mutual National Bank, an undertaking of the Auburn Park Business Men’s Association. The work was 
intended to prevent any other African Americans from taking up residence in the area— a terrible yet common trend in 
areas around the country . xxvu 

In regards to faith, approximately 44% of Auburn Gresham's population were Roman Catholics, concentrated into five 
large parishes. Others in the area worshiped at six Lutheran churches, three Methodist congregations, two Episcopal 
churches, and small Presbyterian, Baptist, and nonaffiliated congregations. Ethnic groups tended to live near their 
respective churches, and many Catholics were clustered near St. Leo's and St. Sabina's parishes. There was no overt 
Protestant-Catholic hostility here as in other Chicago neighborhoods, probably because few residents were nativists of 
Anglo-Protestant stock . xxvm 

The male residents moving into this area were mostly skilled laborers and municipal workers responding to the housing 
and infrastructure boom of the 1920s. Occupations included: machinists, engineers, furriers, police officers, train 
conductors, bricklayers, electricians, carpenters, meat packers, firemen, and ironworkers. Though certainly fewer, non- 
tradesmen did move into the area as well, adding to the economic diversity of the area. According to the 1930 census, 
there were also residents in Auburn Gresham who were pharmacists, superindendents, bankers, optometrists, and other 
relatively high paying fields.*'” 1 This mix of occupations and income ranges is common in bungalow neighborhoods—

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often those with the larges incomes, like doctors, will have been the early residents of comer bungalows because they 

tended to have larger lots and more natural light. 

While many women stayed at home to raise families during the end of the boom, still many did work in clerical, 
hospitality or domestic jobs, or in the meat packing plants. A total of 18,562 men were employed in the Community Area, 
and 5,669 women. xxx Many of the homes in the area were rented at this time, often for around $50 to $75 per month , xxxl 
Over half of the homes were owned, and Chicago bungalows were usually purchased from around $7,500 to $10,000. 
There were a total of 14,760 families in Auburn Gresham in 1930, with the bulk having between two and six members. 
Around 100 of which had ten or more family members, again reflecting the range of incomes in the area. xxx “ The children 
generally played at Foster Park, where there was no field house, but plenty of space for outdoor games, tennis courts and 
baseball diamonds. During the winter months, a warming house was put up and sometimes the south-most part of the 
grounds would be flooded to create a skating rink. Children from Auburn Park would also use the building and grounds at 
Hamilton Park or the Ridge Park Field House. 

Delinquency rates were considered to be very low in Auburn Gresham as compared with the rest of Chicago at the 
time. xxx “ On the other hand, taverns were springing up all over the area. As of 1934, on Halsted Avenue between 75 th and 
84 th Streets there were 23 bars alone . XXX1V The main concentration was on the east side of Auburn Gresham, not the 
northwest side where the Auburn Gresham Historic District is located, but no doubt many took the trip. 

Carrie Mae Barlow, who researched these areas extensively in 1934, summed up Auburn Gresham and its neighboring 
communities as follows: xxxv 

1) South Shore, a “high class” residential district for relatively emancipated families; 

2) Beverly Hills (Beverly), a high grade residential district specializing in family life; 

3) Englewood, a declining residential district; 

4) Auburn Gresham, a good residential district for quiet, home-loving people of the middle class; 

5) Grand Crossing, a residential district for the average middle classes;

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6) Chatham, a residential district much like Grand Crossing, both of which seem to be influenced by the industries 
which they harbor. 

Auburn Gresham from the Great Depression to Present Day 

There was little growth in the contributing portions of Auburn Gresham in the 1930s due to the Depression. According to 
tax assessors, property value in Chicago declined by half in 1932, and by 1933, the typical Chicago bungalow was worth 
less than the outstanding principal of its mortgage. xxxv ' A Chicago Daily Tribune Article from 1939 describes the “value 
destroying disease” that has enveloped areas of the south and southwest sides, listing the worst hit areas as the Loop, 
Armour Square, Bridgeport, McKinley Park, Fuller Park, Washington Park, Brighton Park, New City and Englewood, 
though Auburn Gresham is called out in the next paragraph as having also been severely affected. xxxv “ But in the 1940s, 
development began to pick up again and some new plants were built in the area. xxxv "' 

At around the same time, there was a large African American migration around the country from the South to the North 
and West seeking employment. The non-white population in Chicago moved from 282,244 in 1940 to 509,437 in 1950, 
creating a massive housing shortage for African Americans, and creating tensions with white residents. In the 1950s, 
fewer immigrants were moving into Auburn Gresham, though the makeup of foreign-bom residents was still dominated 
by Irish, Germans and Swedes, and the vast majority of the population was white and native-born. The community was 
generally peaceful and prosperous with more housing being built around this time. However, by the end of the 1950s, 
African Americans started moving into neighborhoods adjacent to Auburn Gresham, provoking racist anxiety among 
many of the residents. 

The “black belt” of Chicago could no longer house the growing population of African American residents, and with a 
growing middle-class, poverty was no longer an obstacle to homeownership. As a result, whites formed neighborhood 
organizations in which members vowed to not sell to African Americans, though the Supreme Court ruled that these 
restrictive covenants were illegal in 1948. Having no legal means to keep African Americans out of previously white 
neighborhoods, some people resorted to violence. 

The banks didn’t help, as they were loathe to invest in mortgages in “threatened” white neighborhoods. To keep whites in 
the neighborhood, landlords and realtors lowered costs. Despite these efforts, realtors stopped investing in maintenance 
and repairs in the area because they believed them to be “turning,” which lead to deterioration of the housing stock before

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many African Americans even moved into these neighborhoods. Real estate speculators or “blockbusters” created panic in 

these areas and expedited the process of white flight. Blockbusters would literally harass homeowners about the prospect 

of having black neighbors and encouraged fear whenever possible. Whites were pressured to not sell to African 

Americans for fear of losing the value of their homes, so they would sell to a speculator at a reduced market value, but 

higher than if they sold to African Americans. Conversely, African Americans, who were unable to obtain financing 

through conventional methods had to go through speculators to get money needed to purchase a home. They were usually 

forced to pay a much higher price than the speculator paid for the property, leaving little money left for maintenance . XXX1X 

In 1959, several churches and civic organizations from Washington Heights, Beverly, Morgan Park, Auburn Gresham, 
Highland, West Chatham, South Englewood and Southwest Englewood formed the Organization of Southwest 
Communities (OS C) in response not only to unethical real estate practices, but to bombings and window smashings on 
homes belonging to new African American residents. 111 Modeled on Saul Alinsky's community organizing tactics, the 
OSC's goals were to maintain property values, stop blockbusting, educate residents to dispel racist stereotypes, and 
prevent violence while allowing peaceful, stable integration. The OSC did well in its first five years and garnered 
enthusiastic support from residents who felt protected from property- value declines and racial violence. In the 1960s, 
however, crime in the Gresham police district rose at a faster rate than in the city as a whole and the population of Auburn 
Gresham also increased dramatically. For the previous 20 years it had remained relatively stable, but between 1960 and 
1970 the population grew from 59,484 to 68,854. xK 

City and national events also played a role in chilling race relations in Auburn Gresham. In 1966 violence greeted the civil 
rights march of Martin Luther King, Jr., in nearby Marquette Park. King's death in Memphis on April 4, 1968, set off riots 
in Chicago and across the county. Many white residents in Auburn Gresham came to the conclusion that violence was an 
inevitable byproduct of racial mixing. By 1970, Auburn Gresham was 69 percent African American, including many 
middle-class federal employees and CTA workers. Most African Americans initially settled in the eastern portion of the 
neighborhood. While OSC could not maintain integration, it did make the transition from white to black more peaceful 
and less destructive to property values and a less embittering experience for many.' 1 "

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Housing abandonment plagued many areas of Chicago in the 1970s, including Auburn Gresham. Kll “ While the 1990s 
began a rebound in the area through the efforts of a new alderman, investment from the city, and new community 
organizations, there are echoes of the 1970s once again with the national rise in home foreclosures. The population of 
Auburn Gresham has decreased from 55,930 in 2000 to 48,743 according to the 2010 Census data. This decline is also the 
result of aging seniors in the area, many of whom have been in the area for decades. Despite these setbacks, there has been 
more recent investment in Auburn Gresham, and community groups, such as the Greater Aubum-Gresham Development 
Corporation (GAGDC), have also been crucial to the area. In 2005, GAGDC brought together more than 150 
neighborhood residents, business owners, institutional leaders, and youth to discuss and contribute to a “quality of life” 
plan for the community. The report sums up the success and challenges of area in the following way: 

Auburn Gresham has stood its ground. No matter what obstacles and setbacks have come our way— from 
white flight to redlining to gangs and drugs — this community of involved citizens and families remains one of the 
South Side’s best kept secrets. There are no vast tracks of demolished housing here, no dismal rows of boarded-up 
storefronts. To the contrary, most side streets have a full complement of well-maintained bungalows, two-flats 
and apartment buildings. And we have hidden gems, such as Winneconna Parkway, that would be the envy of any 
neighborhood. 

Still, Auburn Gresham is in need of new blood. We need new investment in our homes and commercial 
streets, a new generation of young homeowners to carry on the traditions of older, longtime residents, and new 
forms of assisted living for those same seniors — heroes, really — who held on during the hard times, when many in 
other neighborhoods did now. We also recognize the need to improve local schools and strengthen the support 
systems that help residents lead healthy and productive lives . xBv 

While Auburn Gresham continues to weather some difficult times, efforts of community groups and residents to create 
revitalization projects and a stubbornness among homeowners to ensure the success of their pocket of the city will likely 
prevail. If history is any indicator, these bungalows and two-flats will continue their rhythmic patterns throughout the 
district as a new wave of residents move in and take up the charge. As summarized by the GAGDC: Auburn Gresham has 
stood its ground. ..no matter what obstacles and setbacks have come their way.
